Jacobson does not disclose an "index server" (independent claims 1, 9, and 17). In reply to argument A, Jacobson discloses the Abstract, 
col. 1 , lines 58-63 and col. 8, lines 3-23 that a method for improving a search in a hierarchical structure by focusing the search to selected 
regions within the structure, the user can select a set of regions related to one another based on some predetermined criterion, and a web 
search engine (index server) would index the small subset of the universe of documents in the regions. B) Jacobson does not disclose a 
"hierarchical plurality of topic categories" (independent claims 1 , 9, and 17). In reply to argument B, Jacobson discloses in Figure 2 and 
col. 2, line 33 - col. 3, line 50 that a region-set is a set of regions that are related to one another based on a selected criterion, a each 
region in a region-set is specified by giving the name of the root and the region includes the entire set of documents at or hierarchically 
below that root, for instance, the region ses "Forture 500 Companies" and "Telecom Companies" (different topic categories). 

Since there are no amendments to the claims, Examiner's maintained the rejection under Jacobson and Fields, and further in view of 
Kelly. 
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
